The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Watanabe, U.S patent No. 6,310,897, discloses a method and system for 

encoding multiplexer/decoding demultiplexer information, and Anderson et al, U.S. 

Patent No. 6,026,506 discloses a method of concealing errors in transport stream data. 

Both Watanabe and Anderson et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the following features, 

which are recited in each independent claim of the present application: 

A method of demultiplexing a multiplexed signal, said multiplexed signal 

comprising packet data units, the packet data units including data packets belonging 
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different logical channels, the packet data units being delimited by framing flags, the 
method comprising: 

searching for said framing flags from a received multiplexed signal and de- 
framing the packet data units with reference to the framing flags; 

demultiplexing the data packets belonging to the different logical channels from 
the packet data units and assembling them into demultiplexed signals, 

detecting invalidity of a demultiplexed signal by examining errors encountered 
while de-framing the packet data units; 

adding error location to the demultiplexed signal the error location information 
indicating the location of erroneous bits in the demultiplexed signal : and 

forwarding a demultiplexed signal to a corresponding decoder for the logical 
channel and further providing the decoder with an error type indication for use by the 
decoder during decoding of the demultiplexed signal to enable recovery from the error 
as recited in claims 1 , 21 and 36.
